Part  IV: 


The  steps  to  making  a  bar  at  the  mint 


There  are  many  steps  that  the  silver  goes  through  in  making  a 
bar.  I  use  SilverTowne  mint  so  I  will  explain  their  process  because 
other  mints  may  be  different.  The  newly  mined  silver  comes  into 
the  mint  in  small  BB’s  or  pellets  from  the  mine.  The  scrap  or  junk 
silver  they  melt  down  can  come  in  may  different  forms. 

I  have  toured  the  mint  twice  and  the  process  has  changed  con¬ 
siderably  since  my  first  tour  with  the  IASAC  group  several  years 
ago.  In  this  article  I  will  discuss  how  the  silver  is  processed  at 
present. 

First  the  silver  is  melted  in  an  electric  extrusion  machine  and  flat 
strap  of  silver  comes  out  of  that  machine.  They  can  set  up  the 
machine  to  produce  different  sizes  of  straps  depending  on  the  size 
of  bar  being  made.  These  straps  are  about  three  feet  long.  Next 
this  strap  is  run  through  a  set  of  rollers  to  achieve  the  exact  thick¬ 
ness  for  the  blank  bar/round.  It  then  goes  though  a  punch  press 
to  make  a  silver  bar/round  blank.  These  blanks  fall  onto  a  vibrat¬ 
ing  table  and  work  their  way  to  a  very  accurate  scale.  This  scale 
measures  them  one  at  a  time  and  if  the  weight  is  correct  it  dumps 
them  on  a  conveyer  belt  to  the  annealing  furnace.  It  dumps  them 
in  a  bucket  to  go  back  to  re-melt  if  they  are  over  or  under  weight. 

Next,  they  go  through  a  burnishing  process.  After  that  the  bar 
goes  to  the  stamping  press  that  makes  the  finished  product  at 
about  80  per  minute. 

If  they  are  to  be  enameled  or  serial  numbered,  they  go  through 
that  department  and  onto  packaging,  then  off  to  the  customer.  If 
you  ever  get  near  Winchester,  Indiana  this  is  a  very  interesting 
manufacturing  process  to  tour.

I  had  on  display  many  bars  and  rounds  issued  from  the 
many  minting  companies  as  well  as  an  Eagles  Nest  set  from 
the  Foster  Company  in  the  original  box  that  was  very  nicely 
toned  and  most  people  who  looked  at  it  said  it  was  “dirty”  and 
should  be  cleaned,  I  explained  that  it  was  desirable  to  the 
collector  just  as  is. 

With  the  price  of  silver  being  at  a  very  low  spot  price,  older 
art  bars  and  rounds  are  becoming  very  hard  to  purchase.  As 
people  are  holding  them  until  the  price  goes  up,  which  I  fore¬ 
see  will  be  in  the  next  four  to  six  months.  Perhaps  by  the  time 
of  our  meeting  in  October,  the  market  will  loosen  up  and 
items  will  be  available  to  purchase. 

Hope  to  see  many  of  you  at  our  meeting  in  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina  and  visit  with  many  of  my  friends.

4  My  Favorite  IASAC  Art  Bar  and  Why  it  is  my  Favorite! 

My  favorite  ingot  was  made  in  2001.  Have  you  noticed  that  “Art  Bars'  and 
"Rounds”  are  written  on  the  rooftops  of  the  two  outbuildings  adjoining  Mt.  Ver¬ 
non?  This  bar  was  made  in  the  old  style  with  a  deckled,  framed  border  to  em¬ 
ulate  USSC  pieces,  a  company  with  which  Duane  Spellman  was  associated 
Another  reason  it's  my  favorite  is  because  that  was  my  last  opportunity  to  visit 
at  length  with  Duane  who  passed  away  the  following  summer. 

The  trip  to  Virginia  was  right  after  9-11  and  getting  on  an  airplane  was  pretty 
scary.  The  airport  was  almost  totally  deserted  jetting  out  to  Baltimore,  and  the 
return  trip  was  fraught  with  anxiety  due  to  the  extremely  long  lines  through  se¬ 
curity.
